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Since the dawn of civilization, bronze has been the 
metal of enduring beauty.

The design should harmonize with the surroundings 


The importance of selecting a tablet with careful re- 
gard for its surroundings cannot be overemphasized. 
A beautiful tablet requires an harmonious setting. We 
have illustrated in this brochure a wide variety of 
tablets to facilitate your selection of an appropriate 
design. 

If you consider the setting in relation to the tablet, 
it should not be difficult to select an appropriate de- 
sign. For instance, in many churches you would prob- 


ably use a Gothic design as exemplified by the tablets 
on pages 9B, 11B, and 12B. The beautiful Chambel- 
lan original on page 3B will appear to best advantage 
in a modern architectural setting. And tablets like 
those illustrated on pages 5C and 6C are more suit- 
able for conventional surroundings. 

These are just a few suggestions. You will find this 
brochure replete with possibilities that give you a wide 
range of choice for virtually every type of setting. 


How to determine the size of the tablet 


There are certain factors which usually determine the 
dimensions of an Honor Roll Tablet. The first and 
most important determining factor is the approxi- 
mate number of names that will appear on the tablet, 
and the size and style of lettering to be used for these 
names. 

The next consideration in estimating the size of the 
tablet is the number of words in the inscription and 
the size and style of letters to be used. If you have not 
decided on the exact wording of the inscription, we 
shall be glad to offer suggestions. Simply send us a 
brief outline of the thought to be expressed and we 
will submit a complete inscription. 

This brochure gives the over-all dimensions of 
every tablet illustrated, so that you can easily deter- 
mine whether the one you select will fit the available 
wall space. Under each illustration is also listed the 
approximate number of names the tablet will carry. 

After you have made a tentative selection, an exact 
scale sketch of the tablet may prove helpful to you. 


Such a sketch will be furnished gladly at no obliga- 
tion to you. In requesting a sketch, send us the ap- 
proximate size of the wall space to be occupied by the 
tablet and the design number listed under it in this 
brochure. If there is any doubt in your mind about 
the size and style of the letters to be used on the tab- 
let, we will also be pleased to assist you in selecting 
the proper size and design to fit the tablet you are 
considering. We will also indicate on the sketch the 
amount of space to be occupied by the inscription 
and the names. 

The styles of letters which are usually used on 
General Bronze Honor Roll Tablets are illustrated on 
the opposite page. These original and exclusive letter 
designs have been carefully developed by General 
Bronze craftsmen through the years. They do more 
than preserve thoughts and honored names in bronze 
—they add a decorative quality that is in harmony 
with the over-all design. 


Choice of colors

ered bronze. The tone and color of ancient and 
medieval bronzes are authentically reproduced on
